to Council 


That the city of Appleton Is without 


authority to allow tho use of Alicia 
park as a tourist camp site and that 
any tax payer can enjoin its further 
use for such purpose. Is in substance 
the legal opinion of Attorney F. S. 
Bradford submitted to the Appleton 
park board which had requested an 
opinion.

oil Wednesday evening; by A. C. Bos- 
ser. city attorney, who said he could 
find nothing in the conditions or priv- 
ileges of the will of the donor, the 
late Alexander J. Reid, to bar the city 
from allowing the use of the park as 
a tourist camp site. 


The opinion was not read in full 


at the council meeting, but Mayor 
Goodland. on being informed of the 
substance of it. turned to Mr. Bosser 
asking him if he had read the opin- 
ion. Mr. Bosser replied that he had 
and that reading it would not alter 
his previous opinion. "The property." 
he said, "was given to the city for 
park purposes, but the will does not 
say that It Is to be used by citizens of 
Appleton only." The opinion was re- 
ferred to tho board of public works. 


The question of whether the use of 


park by the city for a. free public 
camp site for the traveling 
public 


constitute"? a breach of the conditions 
upon which, the city accepted the 
property by the •will of Mr. Reid was 
first raised by the park board and re- 
ferred to the common council. Its aim 
was to protect the city against pos- 
sible loss of the park, and considering 
itself accountable for park property 
employed legal assistance to deter- 
mine the meaning and intent of the 
si-ill.

stitutional is to make congress supreme in 
the domain of human rights and con- 
science." This is a compact statement of 
•what would result under the proposal to 
permit congress to re-enact legislation- 
held to be unconstitutional. In the event 
congress did supersede the constitution 
and 
Declaration 
of 
Independence" 


and 
we 
abandon 
the 
principles 


of these great documents, congress would 
become the whole government. Not only 
would we be doing away with the protec- 
tion of all rights, human and property* 
established by the fundamental law of the 
land, but we would be destroying the 
balance of three divisions of government 
'instituted by our forefathers, by mak- 
ing the judicial subservient to the legis- 
lative branch. 


Before the people of this country sus- 


tain a proposal of this kind they ought to 
consider what the constitution of the Unit- 
ed States really is, what it contains and 
what safeguards it affords for the preser- 
vation of their liberty, rights and oppc.* 
tunities. 
They should consider whether 


freedom of speech, freedom of press, free- 
dom of religious worship, freedom in busi- 
ness and occupational pursuits, freedom 
in labor organizations, freedom in the 
ownership of property, means anything 
to them. 


Such a change would be equivalent to 


establishing virtually a new system of 
government under which every right and 
privilege of citizenship would be subject 
to such restriction, regulation or suppres- 
sion" as congress might impose. 
Every- 


one knows The condition under which leg- 
islation frequently is considered by con- 
gress. 
There are times when prejudices 


and passions run high, and when it is 
sought to enact, laws inimical to the wel- 
fare of certain classes or destructive of 
some of the liberties under the constitu- 
tion. 
The fact that these proposals are 


not carried out may be and doubtless is 
due to the knowledge that they are in con- 
flict with the constitution and could not 
be legally passed. There ar« always the 
safeguards of the constitution to restrain 
an impetuous or excited law-making body 
from over-riding the guarantees that 


» every American citizen must regard as 


fundamental to his own security as well 
as to the preservation of this democracy. 


The charge that the supreme court has, 


through its decisions, held unconstitution- 
al acts of congress that were for the na- 
tional good, and particularly for the ad- 
vancement of human rights, is without 
any real foundation. 
There has never 


been a serious conflict of this character 
which did not terminate in an amendment 
of the eons-ntution to permit such legis- 
lation to be enacted lawfully. It is also 
truo that in the nearly century and a 
half of our national existence there have 
been comparatively few instances where 
tho supreme court has held an act of con- 
gress to be unconstitutional that was of 
any consequence to society or govern- 
ment. 


Furthermore, such a departure would 


be opening the doors to a reckless process 
for carrying into effect the program of 
our social dcstructionists and political 
revolutionists. 
It would break down 


the barriers that stand between ordered 
government 
nnd governmental 
chaos. 


There is not a communist in the country 


but would welcome the adoption of this 
scheme more than any other of the radi- 
cal plans that have been laid before the 
people.

PRICE DISPARITY DISAPPEARING 


Taking the 1913 base as 100, the 


United States department of agriculture 
estimates that the present exchange value 
of sixteen leading farm products is eighty 
three, the highest in forty-seven months, 
or practically four years. The depart- 
ment learns through its investigations 
that farmers will market their crops this 
year at good net profits. 


Though, the city resident may have to 


pay more than he has for foodstuffs, the 
farmer's prosperity will give him busi- 
ness and employment- as the farmer will 
again he a buyer. Prices of manufac- 
tured products were too high, and some 
remain too high. The disparity in buying 
and selling prices, from the farmer's 
standpoint, has been due partly to infla- 
tion of industrial prices and partly to the 
inability of foreign markets to buy Amer- 
ican farm products. 


The principal crops are short this year, 


and Europe will be obliged to take more 
grain from the United States. Europe 
will be able to absorb large quantities of 
American grain and meats, as its credit 
will be restored and its business will be 
tending toward stability. 


It is a mistake to believe that condi- 


tions are secure if any branch of com- 
merce is debilitated. Prosperity is real 
when all branches are flourishing. Agri- 
culture has been weak for three or four 
years, and the commercial outlook has al- 
ways been more or less uncertain. 


POULTICE WITH SYMPATHY 


That was a strictly scientific talk we had about 


poulticing the other day. Not a trace of sympa- 
thy in. It. Some doctors are all science, and some 
are all sympathy. 
The eelentlflo ones are 


while there is hope, but when there's no 
hope call in a sympathetic doctor and he'll to you 
a lot of good. If I were down I'm sure I'd wan1 
a council of scientific doctors sitting on me. but 
If I were down and out. I'd soon tejl the scientific 
chaps where to go and I'd have great gobs of 
sympathy to wallow In. 
By way of compensation for the other poultic- 


ing I gave you, this talk today Is about poulticing 
with sympathy. 
To tell the honest truth (which 


isn't quite right for a sympathetic doctor) poultic- 
ing has gone out of fashion lately. 
You may re- 


memb«r. if you wero not top Indignant, that we 
mentioned In the other talk the effect of a poultice 
—it favors the growth and multiplication of germs by 
providing the conditions they need, namely, food, 
warmth, darkness and1 moisture, and therefore poul- 
ticing favors or hastens suppuration—the'breaking 
down of severely Inflamed and damaged tissue into 
pus (matter). This pus or matter, it should be un- 
derstood, is the remain of the tissue which has been 
destroyed, examined with the microscope it consists 
of fragments of structureless debris and countless 
numbers of living and dead white blood corpuscles 
(phagocytes or scavenger cells) which are devour- 
ing- or ara killed by the germs responsible for the 
trouble. 
A poultice must be hot and thick. 
The heat Is 


the most important thing, from the sympathetic 
point of view, for that is what makes the poultice 
so comforting. Moist heat Is generally soothing, 
relaxing and sedative In effect. From the scientific 
point of view, that is, while there is still hope of 
stopping the inflammation, I should 
prefer 
the 


more modern and less) muesy 
application, 
hot 


moist compresses, for the soothing effect of moist 
heat. This Is particularly advisable in. the first a}d 
or emergency treatment of minor wounds which be- 
gin to redden, swell, pain or throb as though 'blood 
poisoning1 (septicemia) were setting In (and not 
"taking cold in It"). Say It is a little run around 
or a puncture of the thumb. Wring out a yard or 
two of gauze in boiled water as hot as bearable 
and cover whole thumb or finger with It In a loose 
bunch. Or better still, dissolve in the pint of water 
a tablespoonful of sodium citrate (which should be 
in the medicine cupboard) and tnreo tablespoons of 
salt from the pantry. This makes the dressing 
"draw " that is it favors drainage from the wound. 
Cover the wet dressing with waxed paper or other 
Impervious covering and bandage loosely In place. 
Change every two hours. 
It gives all the desir- 


able effects of a poultice yet does not encourage 
germ life. 
For a larger lesion, say the hand or 


foot, a compress comparatively larger should be 
used. 


When there .- —„

the wound the poultice mass -should be made 
antiseptic to destroy the germs before they can 
spread and' cause complications. This is best done 
by adding to the water a tablespoonful of boric 
acid which you'll find in the household medicine

Cotton bird's-eye Is the u*ual material for diapers 
They 


should be twice as long as they are wide, and at least two sizes 
will be necessary. 
One set may be IS by 3«. or 22 by 44 inches 


and the large ones 25 by 32 inches. The cloth shoul-l be washed 
and shrunk before it is hemmed or at least one inch shouM be 
allowed on ench dlnper for shrinking. For the first d'.aper nothing 
is better than a fine prnde of cheesecloth; they should fc* one vard 
w!de. so that when folded twice the diaper shall hav» four thick- 
nesses one-half yard square. Cheesecloth washes verv easily nnd 
is hwh *oft and absorbent. Many mothers prefer uslr.s old pieces 
of household cotton for the first diapers, and also for inside pads 
to catch heavier discharges. Cnre should be taken not to use 
diapers whjch nr<? too bulky, as they may cause thigh deformitls. 
The number of dinners to be provided depends upon the washing 
facilities. It is much rosier to have a laree number of d'apers than 
to be oblicod to wa«=h them every day; 5 or 6 dozer, is not too many 
for convenience, but two dozen of each size will keep the baby 
fairly well supplied. 


Care Of the D'apers—Vo diapers should be used a second tim* 


before being washed. Used diapers should nevsr be left lying about 
the room nor hunc up to dry on the radiators. We* diapers should 
be r>lao»d at orce in ft covered pail and left to soak in cold water

If soiled diapers can not be attended 


tn at once thev should be plnccd in a separate -cvered pail *nd if 
thev nre to be washed within 24 hours it will be better mt to 
Foak them, as in that way the stains spread throuchout the entire 
diaper >"o wnc.hincr powdor of any sort is permissible.

should be well boilod and rinsed through several waters. Much of 
the irritation of the thiirhs rnd buttock*, which is 'he source of 
such severe s'.iffprin™ to babies, is caused by insufficient rin^iiCNof 
thp dinners. Whenever possible diapers «;houTd be dri°J In the tun- 
shine and opon a:r. They may be used without iron'ng. but the* 
are softer and look better ironed. An inner pad mar be used to 
protoot the di-per from the worst of the «=oiHng and thus decrease 
the Inbor of washinp. Di:rinar the day the diaper should te chinked 
ns often as it i<* wet or soiled. In the night it should be changed 
when the baby Is taken up to be fed. Diapers should be put on so 
that lha princlD.il thickness is not between the ]«-KS. 


Waterproof Diapers—There are on the market certain water- 


proof dlA-iers which can be washed with boiling -water which may 
bo used for vary short periods. It is a great comfort to the mother 
to be able to feel that baby will not wet through his clothing while 
she is taking him on a journey. Xeedloss. to say, however., water- 
prrof diapers are suitable for only temporary v.se and the baby 
should be changed 1u:-t as often as when such diapers are nrt a 
part of his toilet.

A five-year program ir.volvlng the 


paving of approximately 20 miles of 
streets and an expenditure of approxi- 
mately $1,000.000, was adopted by the 
the common council at its adjourned 
meeting Friday evening, -ind at the 
same time the engineer was ordered 
to proceed with preparing plans ar.a 
specifications for the 1S25 paving 
program which includes nearly 
five 


miles of pavement at a possible cost 
of $250,000. Appleton now has less 
than 17 miles of pavement. ' 


The five-year paving program in- 


cludes 49 different projects on 42 dir- 
ferent streets, while the 1925 program 
consists of 14 projects on the same 
number of streets. The largest pro- 
ject in view for the coming year is 
tho paving of Second-ave, or Wiscon- 
sin-ave. as it is now called, closing tr.e 
gap between Richmond and Lemln- 
wais-sts. This will compete the nb- 
bon of concrete from Medina to Kau- 
kauna. Another large project is trie 
paving of Richmond-st from College- 
ave to 'Wisconsin-ave to strengthen 
the street for state highways 47 and

BRITISH COSTS HIGH 


"Wo have tho same- thing on an 


International scale in Europe. 
Na- 


tions cannot trade freely with each 
other unless there is a fairly close ad- 
herence to a common 
standard 
or 


production costs. This is exactly what 
does not exist in Europe today. Eng- 
land, which has -always been one of 
the large factors of trade in Europe. 
Is confronted with abnormally high 
production costs within her own gaies. 
It is difficult to see how England can 
today tell British made goods in Ger- 
many. France. Belgium, or Italy, not 
only because of the unfavorable ex- 
change conditions, but because of the 
tremendous difference in efficiency of 
English manufacturing 
process 
as 


compared with those on the Continent. 
We cannot have good business in Eu- 
rope until this lack of balance is re- 
moved, and its removal Is not a mat- 
ter of days or weeks, but In all prob- 
ability a matter of years. 


'If I were to list Kuropean coun- 


tries, especially those which were en- 
gaged in the World war, according 
to their present conditions and fitness 
in trade. I should uncloxibteflly place 
Italy first. Next would come Ger- 
many and Belgium, then France ar.d 
last of all England. If this order is 
correct, it is worth tho scrutiny of 
everybody who ia interested in in- 
ternational conditions. 
It Is almost 


a complete reversal of a similar list 
that might have been made before 
the war. 
Furthermore. It Is a list 


that Is wrong If 
we look 
at 
the 


fundamental conditions in the various 
countries. There is no good and suf- 
ficient reason, from the fundamental 
standpoint, why Italy should be plac- 
ed at the head of tho list. 
Upsets 


like, these must be adjusted before 
Europe will go ahead very rapidly, 
but Italy is in tho best position to 
compete and trade today. Neverthe- 
less, I believe that with the settle- 
ment of Reparations there will be an

COMPETITION FOR US 


"This situation Is Important to us 


in the United States not only from a 
Christian or ethical standpoint: but 
also because of what It mean's to busi- 
ness in the United State?. There will 
undoubtedly be considerable buying of 
raw materials, foe*! stuffs, etc.. in the 
United States by Continental Europe 
in the year following tho reparations 
settlement.

Thn recovery and return of 


industrial prosperity
